—(#)—Arthur Gooch, south- 
western outlaw who faces a

Lindbergh kidnap act, lost 
today in the supreme court 
his claim that the law was 
unconstitutional. 


The act was passed by congress 


shortly- after 
the 
kidnaping of 
Charlei A. Lindbergh, Jr. 


The high tribunal declined to 


review the decision of the tenth 
circuit court of appeals March 9 
fhich approved death sentence im- 
posed by an Eastern Oklahoma 
federal district court. Gooch was 
found guilty of kidnaping an of- 
ficer. 
Asserting Gooch had no funds, 


his lawyers asked the court to 
consider the case without payment 
of the usual fees. 
''Congress has no power to make 
such an act a federal offense un- 
der the commerce clause of the 
constitution," they argued. "The 
state has the exclusive power to 
regulate vice and morality 
and 
to pass necessary 
laws for the 


protection 
of its 
citizens." 


Before the circuit court approv- 


ed, the sentence, it sent two ques- 
tions to the supreme 
court. It 
asked if holding an 
officer to 


avoid arrest could 
be 
included 


within "held for rasom or reward 
or otherwise" and if it were an 
offense to- kidnap and transport a 
person in inerstate commerce to 
prevent arrest of the kidnapers? 
Both questions were answered 


in the affirmative by the highest 
court in an unanimous opinion. 
Gooch and an accomplice, Am- 
brose Nix, stopped at a filling sta- 
tion at Paris, Tex., early in the 
morning of Nov. 26, 1934. When 
two police officers, R. N. Baker 
and H. R. Marks, started to ques- 
tion them, the four engaged in a 
scuffle.

armed and Gooch and Nix forced 
them into a police car, drove 
across the state line and released 
them near Snow, Okla.

KANSAS CITY, April 13— (/P)— 


Solution of a major^ puzzle of 
sciense, the source of man's inter- 
nal electricity, by discovery that 
his billions of giant protein mole- 
cules are electric dynamos, was 
reported to the American Chemi- 
cal Society here today. 


There protein 
molecules— the 
"lean" of the body—had been sup- 
posed to be electrically neutral, 
the same as fats and sugars. 


Instead, they are electrio-mag- 


nets carrying complex electrical 
charges. 
When they move they 
create momentary electric current 
like the armature of a. dynamo. 
The electrical charges of pro- 


teins were found in ten years df 
research 
at 
Harvard 
Medical 


school, and reported 
today 
by 


Dr. Edwin J. Conn, professor of 
biological chemestry. 
Associated 


with him were Professors John T. 
Edsall, Jeffries Wyman, Jr.. and 
Ronald M. Ferry. 
Co-operating 


were Dr. George Scatchard of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
and Dr. John G. Kirkwood of Cor- 
nell. 


The' charges were 
discovered 
with aid of two recent branches 
of science, radio and the "dipole 
moment." Radio waves of ten to 
thousands 
of meters long were 


used to verify the existence of 
the charges, both positive 
and 


negative, on each protein mole- 
cule. 
The theory of "dipole mo- 


ment" showed how molecules with 
such charges would act like elec- 
tro-magnets, with changing poten- 
tials capable of conducting elec- 
tric currents and with power oi 
producing 
electricity 
when 
the 


molecule moved.

The dispatch said Ling Sheng, 
governor of North Hslngan Prov- 
ince, and five other officials—all 
Mongols—were seized at Hailar, 
and brought to Hsianking, capital 
of the Japanese-sponsored 'state 
of Manohoukuo, to lace a" court 
martial. 
A communique by the Japanese 


general headquarters alleged that 
Ling Sheng, until now considered 
the most Important Mongol offic- 
ial in the Manchoukuoan govern- 
ment, headed a long-standing plot 
to oust Japanese Influence from 
Northwestern Manchoukuo. 
The charges of such a plot Indi- 


cated a serious breakdown in the 
policy followed thus far by Man- 
choukuo's Japanese protectors of 
using Mongol chieftains to main- 
tain their grip on Mongol-inhabit- 
ed regious of Western Manchou- 
kuo, 
while attempting to extend 


Manchoukuoan influence of other 
tribes in inner and outer Mongo- 
lia.Ling Sheng had been deemed 
by the Japanese the most valuable 
instrument of such a policy.

The long dormant Bankhead farm 
tenant bill, around which much 
controversy 
swirled last 
session 


.in the senate, showed signs today 
of coming to life. 


Chairman Jones (D-Tex), of the 


house agriculture committee, said 
he would call a meeting within the 
next few days to consider drastic 
modifications of the senate meas- 
ure. 


It was the first indication of 


house action on the billion dollar 
measure passed by the senate last 
June, despite claims of adminis- 
tration support for the program 
designed to help the farm tenants 
own their homes and farms. 


Jones said his committee had 
not been satisfied with the form 
of the bill as it passed the senate 
and he had drafted a number of 
amendments to further safeguard 
its broad provisions, which 
he 
was ready to submit to the com- 
mittee. 


He would not forecast the fate 


of the measure at this session, 
however, indicating 
there 
was 


much opposition to it not only 
within the committee but on the 
floor of the house. 
; As passed by the senate the bill 
would create a farmers home cor- 
poration with a capital stock of 
$00,000,000 from the treasury and 
With a borrowing power of $1,000,- 
000,000. 
•s The 
corporation would be 
au- 


thorized to set up farm tenants 
i'l. their own homes with the neces- 
sary 
buildings, livestock, 
equip- 


ment and other supplies to oper- 
ate and repay loans. 


The bill was introduced by Sen- 


ator Bankhead (D-Ala) in the sen- 
ate and Representative Jones in 
the house. It had rough sledding 
in the senate, and was once sent 
back to committee for limitations 
on the appropriation and the au- 
thority of the corporation. 
Jones said one of the modifica- 


tions under consideration by his 
committee would limit the appro- 
priation to a single year, leaving 
for the future appropriations for 
succeeding years. Under this pro- 
gram, the corporation 
might be 
given an appropriation of $50,000,- 
000 to get the plan started.

The Institute of Intellect- 


ual Co-operation of the Lea- 
gue of Nations in a confer- 
ence this year will tackle 
the problems of overpopu- 
lation, colonization and free 
access to essential raw ma- 
terials. The three matters 
are generally recognized as 
among the basic causes of 
modern wars. If a peaceful 
solution can be worked out 
for these soiu'ces of discon- 
tent and 
rivalry, 
it 
will 


make it a little harder for 
wars to develop. 


Conditions and needs of 


twenty different countries 
are to be studied. The Car- 
negie and Rockefeller Foun- 
dations are assisting in the 
work. Impending wars can- 
not be stopped by any single 
survey and report. But it 
seems reasonable to believe 
that the more men and wo- 
men—and young people— 
understand the real causes 
of war, as well as its tre- 
mendous cost in property 
and human life, the more 
pressure they will exert on 
their rulers to^ prevent war.

It is probably a good pub 


lie service to 
pass 
along, 


with hearty approval, some 
remarks made on freedom 
of the press by Chester H. 
Rowell, editor of the San 
Francisco 
Chronicle, in a 


public address. The dark- 
ness settling down today on 
so much of 
the civilized 


world, through arbitrary re- 
striction of this form of hu- 
man liberty, is as yet little 
appreciated 
by Americans. 


"Only in a 
few 
places 


where democracy survives," 
he says, "does the freedom 
of the press still prevail. 
Everywhere else, the very 
first liberty the dictator sup- 
presses is that of the press. 
Behind the screen of false- 
hood and ignorance which 
this suppression makes pos- 
sible, he then destroys all 
the other liberties of 
the 


people. 


"Originally the most pre- 


:ious liberty of the press was 
that of expressing opinions. 
Now it is primarily the free- 
dom to print the news. And 
this is the far more import- 
ant privilege, just 
as 
its 


abuse is the far greater evil. 
Those who seek to turn the 
minds of the people to their 
own ends do so largely by 
controlling the news.

This year's flood, bigger 


than the one in 1927, was 
almost completely controll- 
ed. There was not a mile of 
highway washed out. The 
railroad was under water 
for two days, but not seri- 
ously damaged. The dam- 
age in the whole state was 
only $1,000,000 this time. 
No wonder the conservation 
dam idea is spreading.

The sudden death of James Mont- 
gomery Beck, 
former 
solicitor 


general and noted constitutional 
lawyer, brought expressions of re- 
gret to the capital today. 


The 75-year old veteran of many 


battles at the bar, in congress 
and on the orator's rostrum suf- 
fered a heart attack shortly after 
his Easter luncheon : In his homo 
yesterday and died within a short 
time.

leaders paid tribute to him to- 
day. 


"His sudden death," said Solici- 


tor General Stanley Reed, who as 
Beck's opponent, argued some re- 
cent new deal cases in the su- 
preme court, "is a great loss to 
the nation."

CORSICANA YMCA RECALLS 


EVENTS FORTY YEARS AGO 


"In the early part of the even- 


Ing- we made our way to the Y. 
M.C.A. room over the First Na- 
tional Bank. All that -we found 
was a dimly lit room and a boy 
who kept the rooms open. The 
room was filled with spittoons, a 
number of tables, some 
rickety 
chairs, 
some 
broken 
dominoes 


scattered over tables, 
a delapi- 


dated-Iooking croklnole board, and 
a copy of each of the Corsicana 
local papers. These two, together 
with the Dallas News, made up 
the reading room equipment. On 
one side of the long white-plaster- 
ed room, beautifully decorated in 
open spots by tobacco stains, was 
a 
shelf of Smithsonian reports 


that had not been dusted off, I 
presume, since the rooms 
were 


opened." 


The above paragraph is a de- 


scription of the Corsicana Y.M/C. 
A. as Its first full-time secretary, 
A, G. Knebel, saw It upon enter- 
ing for the first time on a blus- 
tery December evening, 43 years 
ago, in 1893, seven years after Us 
charter was issued in 1888.

The paper was included In a 
group that have long been in pos- 
session of the Moore family, ac- 
cording to the owner, and he has 
been trying for several months to 
secure a translation of it, and was 
finally successful through the as- 
sistance of Beauford H. Jester, lo- 
cal attorney. The 
paper 
was 


translated by J. Evetts Haley of 
the University Centennial Exposi- 
tion, and a copy retained for the 
files of the university. 


A request was made by the Aus- 


tin officials for the paper to be 
filed in the fireproof vaults in the 
University 
reference library, but 


Mr. Moore stated that he would 
keep the document in his own, 
posession at least for the time1 
being. 


The document was written on 


.heavy paper in a very small hand 
and was apparently done with a 
quill; the ink is still very bright, 
but a reading glass is needed to 
determine the complete outline of 
the letters because of the size of 
the writing. It is dated 1829-1832 
and covers the appplication and 
personal history of one, Caleb 
Wallace, for a sitio of land in the 
Austin Colony. The grant is sign- 
ed 1832 and bears the signature of 
Gaspar Flores, land commissioner 
and of "Estevan F. Austin" as 
colonizer, and calls for a grant 
5,000 varas square, or approxim- 
ately 2880 acres of land, that is 
now a part of Montgomery coun- 
ty.
